PRISON    LABOR. 

I  feel  that  1  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Council  the  ex- 
pediencie  of  employing  the  prisoners  in  the  gaol  upon  the  farm  when- 
ever it  can  possibly  be  done.  The  experiment  made  in  the  past 
year  in  their  employment  on  the  waterworks,  etc.,  has  been  entirely 
successful.  With  few  exceptions,  these  men  do  not  belong  to  the 
criminal  classes  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  are  both  able  and  willing  to 
work,  and  have  actually  accomplished  as  much  in  a  given  time  as 
could  be  reasonably  expected  to  be  done  by  an  equal  number  of  day 
laborers  under  hire. 

I  am  further  informed  that  very  few  of  the  class  of  professional 
tramps  have  sought  admission  into  the  gaol  during  the  present  winter. 
It  may  be  reasonably  inferred  that  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  they 
would  be  compelled  to  work  may  have  frightened  some  of  these  men 
away,  and  attained  one  of  the  objects  your  council  had  in  view  when 
you  authorized  them  to  be  so  employed.  By  the  following  state- 
ment, kindly  prepared  for  me  by  Mr.  Coulson  from  the  official 
records,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  persons  committed  to  the 
gaol  as  vagrants  has  been  considerable  less  than  for  several  winters

Such  a  policy  will  almost  certainly  tend  to  diminish  the  num- 
ber of  committals,  and  those  who  have  the  misfortune  to  be  so  com- 
mitted because  they  have  been  improvident  and  cannot  obtain  work 
during  the  winter  will  be  far  healthier  and  happier,  and  better  able  to 
resume  their  usual  avocations  when  again  liberated. 

OUTSTANDING     ACCOUNTS. 

All  the  outstanding  accounts  reported  as  due  the  House  of 
Industry  at  the  December  session  of  1891  have  been  paid,  except 
that  of  J.  C.  Page. 

!  A    RETROSPECT. 

Smce  the  opening  of  the  institution  in  June,  1888,  the  number 
of  persons  admitted  into  the  House  of  Industry  has  been  174.  Of 
these  thirty-eight  have  died,  eighteen  have  absconded,  seventy-three 
have  been  discharged,  and  four  children  have  been  sent  out  on  trial 
or  adopted. 

The  practice  which  has  prevailed  in  the  past  to  some  extent 
among  the  Reeves  committing  persons,  of  giving  them  to  undcisiimd 
that  they  can  come  out  whenever  they  want  to  do  so,  is,  in  n)y 
opinion,  extremely  objectionable  and  subversive  of  the  discipline 
which  must  be  maintained  in  the  institution.  I  have  been  infoimed 
that  in  some  instances  inmates  have  even  been  furnished  with  dis- 
charges when  committed,  and  consequently  feel  entirely  independent 
of  the  control  of  the  keeper  and  matron. 

The  number  of  registered  visitors  since  the  4th  of  June,  1888, 
has  been  3,337.     Many  others  have  not  registered. 

During  the  same  period  no  less  than  485  loads  of  water  have 
been  drawn,  at  a  direct  expense  of  $121.25,  besides   ^^^  labor  of 
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hauling  and  wear  and  tear  of  wagon,  tank  and   harness,  which   pro- 
bably would  at  least  amount  to  double  that  sum. 

Observation  has  convinced  me  that  the  soil  of  the  farm  is  of 
such  a  nature  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  manure  is  needed  to 
produce  satisfactory  crops.  *  • 

It  is  but  justice  to  say  that  the  council  have  good  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  both  keeper  and  matron  have 
performed  their  duties.

3.  That  not  only  do  your  petitioners  believe  that  such  legisla- 
tion would  be  right  in  principle  and  very  beneficial  in  operation,  but 
that  it  is  also  desired  and  would  be  approved  by  a  large  majority  of 
the  electors  of  this  Province. 

4.  Your  petitioners  further  believe  that  it  is  very  desirable  that 
jhere  should  be  an  opportunity  given  for  a  clear  expression  of  this 
strong  public  opinion,  uninfluenced  by  partisan  or  other  considera- 
tions, so  that  the  legislative  body  dealing  with  the  question  may  be 
fully  aware  of  the  attitude  of  the  electors  towards  it.

THE  PRISONERS'  AID  ASSOCIATION,  RE  GRANT.

To  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  : 
Dear  Sir, — 

Please  bring  the  following  communication   under  the  notice  of 
the  municipal  council  of  your  county  at  its  first  session  : 

At  the  Prison  Reform  Conference  held  in  Toronto  on   Decem- 
ber 13th  last,  which  was  attended  by  specially  appointed  delegates 
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from  all  the  larger  church  organizations  of  Canada,  as  well  as  from 
thirty-two  other  public  bodies,  including  the  Dominion  Temperance 
Alliance,  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  I  was  requested,  as  secretary 
of  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Association,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  county  municipal  councils  to  the  fact  that  the  recom 
mendations  of  the  Ontario  Prison  Reform  Commissioners  were  fully 
endorsed  by  the  conference.  Among  these  recommendations  are  the 
following,  viz.:  - 

1.  Every  county,  or  group  of  counties  combined,  should 
establish  a  poor-house,  so  that  the  county  gaol  shall  not  be  used  as 
such. 

2.  Every  county  of  the  Province  should  contribute  to  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  an  Industrial  school,  where  needed. 

3.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  efficient  classification  of 
prisoners  in  the  gaols,  police  cells  and  lockups,  and  the  latter  should 
have  a  matron  to  care  for  female  prisoners. 

4.  All  able  bodied  prisoners  should  be  supplied  with  stones  to 
break,  wood  to  cut,  or  such  other  suitable  and  constant  employment 
as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Inspector  of  Prisons. 

5.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  detention  of  children 
under  arrest  apart  altogether  from  the  gaol  or  police  cells. 

We  would  be  glad  if  a  conference  could  be  arranged  between 
your  council  and  a  deputation  of  our  association  to  discuss  these 
prison  reform  recommendations.  If  your  council  should  favor  such 
a  conference,  we  would  suggest  that  either  a  committee  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  or  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  council  be  arranged 
for,  but  leaving  the  date  of  the  meeting  to  be  subsequently  fixed  by 
mutual  agreement  between  the  Warden  and  our  association. 

We  would  also  ask  your  council  to  favor  the  formation  of  a 
branch  of  our  association  in  your  county.  We  are  desirous  of  form- 
ing such  branches  in  every  county  of  the   Province.     Our  object  is 
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the  prevention  of  crime  and  the  promulgation  of  prison  reform  prin- 
ciples. We  seek  the  good  of  the  prisoner,  the  reformation  of  the 
criminal,  and  the  rescue  of  destitute  and  wayward  children  from  a 
criminal  career. 

This  extra  work  that  we  are  undertaking  will  involve  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  time  and  means,  and  although  we  are  hoping  to  receive 
a  special  grant  from  the  Ontario  Government  for  this  purpose,  we 
trust  the  work  will  commend  itself  both  to  the  hearty  sympathy  and 
to  the  practical  support  of  your  council. 

By  referring  to  our  annual  report,  copies  of  which  I  have  sent 
you  for  distribution  among  the  members  of  the  council,  you  will  see, 
on  page  43,  that  a  number  of  the  municipal  councils  make  yearly 
grants  to  our  association.  We  trust  there  will  be  no  exceptions  in 
the  future,  and,  in  view  of  our  increased  expenditure,  we  trust  those 
counties  that  have  kmdly  aided  us  in  the  pastf,  will  be  induced  to 
make  a  very  material  increase  in  the  amount  of  their  grants  this  year. 
Please  bear  in  mind  that  these  county  grants  are  not  for  our  benefit, 
nor  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Toronto.  They  are  for  the  benefit 
of  the  community  in  your  own  county.  They  are  for  you  and  for 
your  children.  When  the  prison  reform  principles,  for  which  we  are 
earnestly  working,  prevail  throughout  the  Province,  we  are  satisfied 
there  will  be  less  crime  in  the  community,  there  will  be  greater 
security  to  person  and  property,  and  there  will  be  less  expense  in  the 
maintenance  of  criminals.  We  would  remind  you  that  "It  is  cheaper 
to  prevent  crime  than  to  support  criminals."

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FROM  COUNTY  OF  GREY,  RE   LAW  AS  TO  COST  OF 

BRIDGES.

Owen  Sound,  Jan.  i6th,  1893. 
Dear  Sir, — 

I  have  the  honor,  by  direction  of  the  Warden  of  the  county 
of  Grey,  under  authority  of  the  county  council,  to  enclose  herewith 
a  copy  of  memorial  to  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  praying  that  section  533«,  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Municipal  act  of  1892,  be  repealed,  and  the  said  act  be 
amended  as  set  forth  in  draft  of  memorial  herewith  enclosed. 

The  county  council  of  the  county  of  Grey  have  recently  had 
an  arbitration  under  the  section  souj^ht  to  be  repealed — the  only 
arbitration,  so  far  as  we  know,  under  this  section — and  have  had  full 
opportunity  of  knowing  the  injustice  of  its  provisions. 

Local  municipalities  have  not,  as  a  rule,  kept  separate  accounts 
of  bridge  expenditure  ;  and  the  arbitrators  might  require  the  attend- 
ance of  every  reeve  and  deputy-reeve  who  has  held  office  during  the 
ten  previous  years,  and  even  then,  notwithstanding  the  great  expense 
this  would  entail,  would  find  it  impossible  to  procure  the  evidence 
required  under  sub-section  6,  of  section  533a. 

Should  the  accompanying  memorial  be  found  to  be  in  harmony 
with  the  views  of  your  council,  the  council  of  the  county  of  Grey 
solicits  their  hearty  co-operation  in  furthering  the  object  souj^ht  for 
by  our  memorial. 

In  consideration  of  the  importance  of  this  matter  to  the  muni- 
cipalities of  this  Province,  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  appoint  a 
deputation,  consisting  of  say  one  member  from  each  county  to  inter- 
view the  Government  and  the  Municipal  Committee  at  the  approach- 
ing session  of  the  house,  in  reference  thereto. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  your  council  make  such  appoint- 
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ment.     Will  you  kindly  inform  me  of  the  action  of  your  council,  so 
that  the  details  as  to  time  of  meeting,  &c.,  may  be  afterward  arranged.

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

The  memorial  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  County  of 

Humbly  Sheweth  : — 

1.  That  section  533^,  of  the  Consolidated  Municipal  act, 
1892,  which  provides  for  the  payment  by  the  county  of  a  portion  of 
the  cost  of  construction  of  bridges  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
length,  or  more,  and  which  further  provides  that  the  proportion  so  to 
be  paid  by  the  county  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration,  is  unjust  and 
arbitrary  in  its  operation  on  account  of  the  difficulty,  and  in  some 
cases  the  impossibility,  of  bringing  before  such  arbitrators  legal 
evidence  of  the  facts  required  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  equitable  con- 
clusion. 

2.  That  most  of  the  facts  and  data  mentioned  in  the  said 
section,  in  sub-section  6  thereof,  which  the  arbitrators  shall  take  into 
their  consideration,  are  within  the  knowledge  of  many  different 
persons  whose  names  and  addresses  the  county  council  has  no  means 
of  obtaining,  and  other  of  the  facts  therein  referred  to  are  not  obtain- 
able from  any  source. 

3.  There  are  other  conditions  not  referred  to  in  the  said  act, 
which  materially  affect  the  justice  of  the  claim  of  municipalities  re- 
ferred to  in  section  533^^,  such  as  the  liability  of  other  municipalities 
to  construct  and  maintain  bridges  of  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in 
length,  and  it  may,  and  in  fact  frequently  does,  happen  that  munici- 
palities without  any  bridge  of  one  hundred  feet  in  length  are  put  to 
greater  expense  in  constructing  and  maintaining  bridges  under  one 
hundred  feet  in  length  than  the  municipalities  which  may  claim 
under  said  section.  And  while  the  latter  compel  the  county  to  con- 
tribute a  share  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  such  bridges, 
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the  former  class  of  municipalities  are  debarred  from  making  any 
claim,  and  have  to  contribute  to  the  one  hundred  foot  bridges  re- 
ferred to. 

4.  The  county  council,  representing  as  they  do  the  electors 
and  ratepayers  of  the  whole  county,  have  not,  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  believe  they  will,  treat  with  undue  harshness  or  injustice  smaller 
municipalities  within  the  county. 

5.  And  further,  that  no  matter  how  oppressive  upon  the 
county  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council, 
be,  the  county  council  has  no  opportunity  of  appealing  without 
being  put  to  the  expense  of  a  special  meeting  of  such  council  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  advisability  of  such  appeal,  and  giving 
instructions  therefor. 

And  your  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  the  matters  in  the  said 
section  533^,  which  may  be  settled  by  arbitration,  shall  be  wholly 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  county  council ;  and  for  that  purpose 
that  the  said  Consolidated  Municipal  act  be  amended,  and  said  sec- 
tion 533«  be  repealed,  and  that  section  533  be  amended  so  as  to 
empower  ccfimty  councils  to  make  and  maintain,  or  assist  by  grant 
in  making  and  maintaining  such  bridge  or  bridges  as  are  referred  to 
in  section  533^,  sub-section  i. 

And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.
